I looked at the similar Epson frequency multiplier chip - the wide 
frequency-range application (~25-100 Mhz) clock was a tipoff that the output 


‘cleanliness' would leave something to be desired. This was confirmed with 
a peek at the ol’ spectrum analyzer- quite a bit of phase noise. This is 
actually an unintentional form of spread-spectrum, and is 'goodness' when 
used in consumer devices which are potentially interference sources. 
Careful measurements? Heck no! - that device didn't warrant further 
evaluation as a frequency source in a transceiver design. 


I just ordered one of devices today, Joe, and I'll get back to you. My 
suspicion is that it'll behave a lot like the frequency-multiplier chip in 
terms of phase noise, but it's worth looking at. :-) 


Anyone else looked at these puppies?

Sorry to be out of touch for a while... career stuff, ya 
know ;-) 


I recently had an opportunity to visit Wayne at "Elecraft 
North" and test drive some of the new K2 options headed 
your way. And, no I don't have an SSB adapter in my K2 as 
yet ;) But I soon will ! 


First things first. I got acquainted with Wayne's new 
daughter, and future CEO of Elecraft, Ms. Marissa Burdick. 
She's a xrealx charmer and we would have talked longer, 
but she had to get back to her personal trainer and her 
C++ programming lessons. They start them out pretty early 
here in 6-Land. 


1.) The K2-SSB adapter. Wayne walked me through a live 


demo, we looked at the neat installation in his kK2 and 
then got down to business and checked into the 20m 
Maritime Net for a "radio check." Great reports from the 
east coast and 5-Land running about 10W to Wayne's 
homebrew tuner to his end-fed random wire that terminates 
into the 50 foot redwood tree behind his lab. Yes, it's 
the same wire he wrapped around a tennis ball and 
hand-launched several years ago. I was very impressed with 
transmit and receive performance. You're going to love 
this one! 


I've also had the opportunity to QSO with N6KR from my QTH 
(2 miles south) and we nearly got Eric/WA6HHQ in a "3-way" 
when he was up in Tahoe on vacation. I had to run my 
IC-735, but Wayne and Eric were both running K2's. Wayne 
and I didn't have a great path to Eric, so that was tough 
going -- but I was very impressed with how Wayne and 
Eric's K2's sounded on my Icom. Later, Wayne and I ran 
through all the bands and tested SSB filters, speech 
compression, and overall performance. I voted for a bit 
more compression --a bit more Yaesu punch ;-) Normal voice 
sounded perfect. Wayne noted that he would pump-up the 
compression a bit. 


SSB summary: Ever read all the "chest pounding" on QRP-L 
about, "I threw my Mic away 10 years ago?" Well, a xlotx 
of those guys are going to be looking for those Mics! With 
10M & 15M running hot, the K2-SSB is really going to be a 
blast! 


2.) The K2-NB (Noise Blanker): Firstly, I'll admit that 
I've never been overwhelmed with most ham radio NB's -- 
seems like xmyx noise source is always outside their realm 
of influence ;) However, the K2-NB does a x«veryx effective 
job on common noise sources when tested in Wayne's Noise 
Lab -- under the hood of his rust-colored 1989 Mazda 
sedan, with a "sniffer wire" wrapped around the ignition 
coil on the Mazda engine -- fed directly into the BNC on 
the K2! It works! Now, will it snuff out your neighbor's 
arc welder or electric cattle fence? Uummm, YMMV. But, the 
great news is Wayne sounds open to discussions on arc 
welder and electric fence mods :) Now, if I could only 
influence Wayne to incorporate Icom's newly-designed, 32 
bit floating point DSP Digital IF filter with 51 
selectable bandwidths, microphone equalizer, manual notch 
function! But, that's a lot to ask for $29.00, eh? 


NB Summary: as Noise Blankers go, the K2-NB is far better 


than most and as good as an IC-781-NB! It's a good buy! 


3.) The K2 160M/dual ant option: I'm not a fan of 160M -- 
probably because I've never been able to erect a 
competitive antenna for the lowfer. But, dual-antenna 
switching is a "must have" for me. I constantly switch 
between the yagi and the wire. But, the *xreal*x reason to 
buy this option is that it receives AM broadcast... well, 
part of the AM band anyway. And, Wayne tells me that mod 
info will be available to "open up" the board for those of 
us who enjoy late nite AM DXing -- we'll be able to tune 
the entire AM band! As a demo, we tuned into a 
Bible/Talk-Show/Right-Wing/Palm-Reading/Elvis station just 
south of 160M. Wayne and I shared a lot of laughs as the 
DJ did his thing! The man was a pro and we learned a lot 
about Y2K mania, Elvis and palm-reading. 


160M Summary: Lowfer or not, you'll use the dual ant 
switching and AM DXing will take you back to your youth! 
At $29.00, it's a buy! 


4.) The K2-ATU: I got a chance to inspect this little 
two-board wonder -- about the size of quarter-pound stick 
of margarine -- only a bit shorter. It will reside just 
behind the K2 internal battery. Very clever little 
package. No wires. All headers. Slick! The ATU wasn't 
fully populated when I checked it out -- obviously not 
functional at that point. It will offer latching relays 
(no holding current), memories (less need to retune from 
scratch), and best of all it will be K2-internal -- 
all-in-one-box convenience! Naturally, the ATU and the k2 
will be able to xtalk*x to each other -- much smoother 
operation, even if you're as much of an LDG fanatic as I 
am. 


ATU Summary: If Elecraft's ATU is a good as LDG's it will 
be worth the money - $125.00 - simply because it's 
internal. To which Wayne replied, "Hey, my daughter wrote 
the firmware for this thing. Just wait until you demo the 
ATU, Mister!" 


So, if you like your K2, you'll like the options. They are 
typical of Elecraft's high quality and reasonably priced, 
IMO.

OK, I finally got the 2 db I was looking for in the harmonic attenuation. 
I tried Dave Meacham's latest mod (C6 & C7 560 pF) with negative 
improvement. The output power went down considerably but the current 
drain stayed the same. I suspect that the filter cutoff freq. was pulled 
in to close to the carrier freq. It looks like the consensus is that 
Dave M.'s original design is the way to go. 


Now, I -was- 2 db short on the 3rd harmonic attenuation. Why I'm not 
getting the same results as Dave Fifield (hellooo, is anyone else out 
there testing?) I don't know. It'll be interesting to compare rigs on 
the test setup at Pacificon. 


I changed the PA to straight class 'C' (is there such a thing?): 

Grounded the emitter and eliminated the 8.2K (or 8K2) base to A+ resistor 
and reduced the base to ground resistor to something I can't remember 
right now (I'm at the office). 


Measurements: 


13.5 VDC 

79 mA PA current 

650 mW power output (quite an improvement, now PA efficiency is 60% 
2nd harmonic -34 db 

3rd harminic -30 db (whew) 


IMO, going to class 'C' should've made things worse in the harmonic 
dept., but I won't argue with success. 


I added a keying circuit with some wave shaping. I used a PNP (MPSA 55) 
driving a MOSFET (VN10K) pulls the oscillator emitter resistor to ground. 
Works good. The VN10 has very low on resistance so the oscillator makes 
full drive. There is a little chirp. More like a whoop, very slight. I 
tried a regulator for the oscillator with no change so I'll have to chalk 
it up to crystal heating. Maybe 10 or 15 Hz change, just enough to be 
annoying. Not enought time left to go after that, so I'll be sending 
with a TT-2 toot. 


That's it for now.

Bob, 


An overtone oscillator does the latter - the crystal vibrates ina 
complex mode. There is a tuned circuit that causes the overtone 
frequency to be fed back to the crystal - otherwise the crystal would 
vibrate in fundamental mode. Not coincidentally, 3rd and 5th overtones 
(odd multiples) are typical. 


The first situation you describe would be an oscillator followed by a 
frequency multiplier (doubler, tripler, etc.) The "multiplier" is a 
tuned circuit (possibly with amplification) that selects the desired 
harmonic and filters off the others. 


> If the former, is there anything different about the oscillator circuit to 
> increase the harmonic content, like biasing it to run in an non-linear 
> portion of the amplifier's gain curve? 


That is usually the case. Sometimes, if an even harmonic is desired, the 
equivalent of a full-wave bridge rectifier is placed in the circuit. 


> I haven't found any reference that makes this distinction clear to me. 
I remember seeing - possibly in an old ARRL handbook that I no longer 
own - a sketch of a crystal slab vibrating in fundamental vs. overtone 
modes. My 1988 Handbook doesn't have it, nor does my Art of Electronics. 


I hope someone can come up with the answer.

Well gang, after going non-linear trying to duplicate some of the pi networks I 
see 
in the rigs we use, I decided to get out the old Elmer 205 stuff and run some 


WinSpice simulations on the filters we have seen bandied about for the TT2.... 
After running a half dozen or so filters through the program, it dawned on me... 
Boing!!! 

I have been confusing filter response with rig harmonic and spurious output. 
They are NOT the same.... 


I think that what we see in the filter simulations is how the output would look if 
we hit the input with broadband signals from the design frequency up. It tells 
how many 

dbs the output would be down from the input at a given frequency....under these 
conditions. 


When someone goes and does a measurement of the output spectrum with some 

of that fancy(expensive) instrumentation, we see what's coming out of that rig 
with 

a single(essentially) frequency input to the final. (Or in the case of errors in 
design 

or operation, some complex stuff as Dave Fifield found in his first look at the 
tt2 

output.) 


If the output of the final were 'clean' (in a ‘good design' sense), such as Dave 
found 

after his T1 modification, maybe the original filter would have worked. If the 
second 

harmonic is down 15 db coming out of the final, then I guess your filter only 
needs to have 

25 db of attenuation at the second harmonic frequency to make your 2f down 40 
dDi3:3-2 


But of course all of you guys must of known this and I was just plugging along 
here 
thinking that I understood what was going on .... :-) 


Sure would be interesting to get someone at ARRL Hdq to look at the output of the 
original 

TT2 AT THE ORIGINAL POWER LEVEL, and show us the spectrum at the filter input and 
output.... A couple of pictures would sure be informative.... 


Anyway since that rig was made before April 15,1977, it is exempt from the purity 
specs 

of 97.307(d)..... But not so for our rigs....we now must have all the spurious 
stuff below 

50 mw and at least 30 db below the fundamental freq..... for rigs of less that 5 


watts out... 


Maybe we can have an ‘entrance inspection' at Pacificon to see which rigs meet the 
spec... :-) 


Alas....we may learn something yet....

Well, I just returned from the local Radio Shack emporium after deciding 
I wanted to get a real battery operated 24 hour clock. 

I wanted to look at the BIG wall clock which is on sale for $29.95, 
and see what else they might have which would display 24 hour time and be 
battery operated. 

They have lots of AC driven clocks with 24 hour capability and the 
"Battery Sentinel" feature to keep time in case of power failure. But I 
wanted something which would still display the time without the AC 
outlet, and was suitable for field operations. I don't like wearing a 
wrist watch, and few of them have 24 hour time anyway. 

There is the ‘Atomic Clock' which won't set to UTC time, and the BIG 
clock with 2+ inch high figures, which is a bit much to pack and carry 
without a briefcase; ... and then I found it. 

The #63-959 is a $17 travel alarm clock, which runs on one AAA cell, 
has a LCD display with a blue backlight which shuts off a few seconds 
after activating with a push of the alarm bar. It displays time in 12 or 
24 hour format with 1" high characters, and the date and temp in F or C 
in smaller characters; all at the same time. As a bonus, it is alsoa 
slick little alarm clock with a fairly loud alarm and a snooze button. 

It folds up into a very small smooth pocket package- like a Zippo 
lighter on steroids-for those of you who remember such things. When 
unfolded, the cover becomes a stable stand to keep it upright, and the 
setting controls are under a seperate cover with a slide switch to '‘'lock' 
the settings. 

It is not for everybody, but it suits me fine. 

There is also a slightly cheaper model without the temp and date 
display for $15.

Here at Kanga Products in the UK I've just had the first samples of 
"KangaLands" produced. Imagine a 2 inch square of single-sided 
fiberglass PCB material. On it are one hundred squares of tinned 
copper in a regular ten-by-ten grid. Between these square lands the 
board is grooved on both sides to make it easy to break up, like 

a Hershey bar. The lands may be used individually, in strips of three 


for transistors, in squares of four for dual gate mosfets, etc. Just 
snap them off as you need them. Being tinned, the copper won't 
tarnish in storage. If these prove to be popular I'll have DIL Kanga- 
Lands produced, and special ones for Toko coils. Trouble is, they're 
not cheap. Selling a KangaLands board for $4 I would need to sell 
150 boards just to recover the tooling and photography costs. I 
don't know what the demand will be. The advantages are convenience 
and regularity of pad size, the disadvantage is the price. Of course, 
while square pads are easy to produce at home, the DIL ones and 

Toko ones will make life a lot easier. Please let me know what you 
think.

"Chuck Adams, K7QO" writes: 


>2. Goal for the newbies --- work 200+ Qs ... 
> If your code speed is below 20 wpm, this will take over 6 hours! 


(If you're doing Search and Pounce, you'll probably spend alot of time 
waiting for the other station to finish his/her current Q. This slows 
you down enough that 200 Qs could take twice as long as 6 hours) 


>4. Now this doesn't count if you do this and then don't submit 
> the log. You can do this electronically. Read the ARRL web 
> page http://www.arrl.org/ and QST and after the contest I 


> will post how to email the results in and the format. 


(I've never done it electronically, and don't use a logging program. 

When you release this info, I'd appreciate it if you could tell us a 
common program that'll write in the correct format (ie, Notepad, wordpad, 
plain DOS) 


> Then move on. DO NOT SPEND MORE THAN 15 seconds on any 
> frequency. 


(Perhaps a word of advice to the newbies about the benefits of hanging on 
a frequency for a while. If the calling station's speed is above yours, 
listening to his exchange for a while allows you to KNOW the exchange 
before you actually call. If you missed anything during the Q, listening 
after allows you to verify the info you received. It slows you down, but 
greatly increases accuracy!) 


This technique of moving from station to station is called 
S&P (search and pounce). You search for a station to work 
and you pounce on them like a cat after a mouse, work them 
and then move on. In this exercise, just copy their call 
and move on unless you just want to work them if they are 
calling CQ.

(Also a reminder that in the old novice portions of the bands activity is 
more relaxed. It's an ideal place for a QRP signal to call CQ and get 
responses. I can usually pull a couple dozen in 15 minutes that way.)

> I've not had any problem with glue on top of the pad - I drop a little 

> "puddle" of glue on a disposable surface (Post-It Notes are nice because 
> they stay where you put them, mostly), grip a pad in a tweezer or 

> hemostat, dip the bottom surface of the pad in the glue, and drop it on 

> the floor a couple of times on the way to the board. (Grin) I use the 

> instant "gel" kind of glue. The only time glue has been a place I wanted 
> to solder was when I wanted to connect something to ground next to a pad 


that I had to slide into place, leaving a snail-trail of glue. I took 
the shortcut of burning off the glue (face averted, breath held, etc.) 
before soldering the ground lead. What I should have done is scraped off 
the hardened glue, or routed the lead somewhere else. But glue atop the 
pads hasn't been a problem.

Sounds good, Dave. I've only had one pad that had glue 

on the top, and I remembered others talking earlier about 
burning the glue on QRP-L a few months ago. Since they 

said it was a bad experience, I decided to get after it with 
a sharp knife and lightly scraped the stuff off, passing some 
steel wool over the surface, just o make sure it was all gone. 


I did run into a problem with the glue on the side of a 
pad, though, and torched some around a week ago. 
Thank gawd I was standing back from the thing. 


BTW, I spoke with the bro-in-law, and he said that 

we should be cautious with the fumes, but it should 
we should be ok if we use "good" ventilation. Cool! 

He also confirmed my belief that what we're working 
with here is a liquid polymer that hardens up real 
fast when it hits oxygen. He said that breathing the 
fumes is about as bad as breathing solder fumes, 

BTW. So, with this in mind, don't breath the junk :%). 


> I'll bet the old cotton insulated wire evoked lots of laughter and

(where I worked) was the only lead that could find, and it was still 
about 1/20th of the allowable level. Our ventilation system worked 
pretty well - a BIG range hood over the wave solder machine, and lots of 
free air space over the workbenches. 


The leaky roof may have helped some, too. 


We used to get TONS of cross-talk on that cable, but I really 
enjoyed listening to my neighbors phone conversations after 
a good rain, though :%). Sometimes I'd pick up the phone, 
hear someone talking, say hello, and have a conversation with 
the other two parties via crosstalk :%).

"IT hate to be the first to bring this up, but how do you fellas at W1AW 
feel about running a rig that doesn't meet FCC requirements for spurious 
radiation suppression? The rig in question is the "Original Tuna Tin 2". 
Or did you guys change the output filter, in which case it ain't exactly 
original?" 


I have no idea what the answer is to that one, though I guess I'll find 
out in a couple of weeks since I'll be one of the operators up there for 
the Black Cat event. But here's how they can get around it, keeping it 
legal AND original: run the output through an outboard low pass filter! 


Been there, done that--several years ago a local ham who is a closet 
QRPer came to me with a Ramsey kit to have me check the spectrum, and it 
was horrible, failing the FCC requirements by a huge amount. (Yes, it 
was properly built and all the components were of the proper value 
according to the schematic, but it was a very simple, 3 element filter.) 
I built up a little 5 element low pass filter on a scrap of PCB material 
and ran the output of the transmitters filter through that--double 
filtering--and it now exceeds the current FCC spec by over 20 dB :-) (I 
wrote this up in the QRP Quarterly several years ago.) 


In this case I mounted the filter inside the rig since there was plenty 
of room, but it could just as well have been done in an external box, 
which would have allowed it to be used with different rigs. This can be 
done with any rig which lacks sufficient filtering to meet the FCC 
requirements, and does not require modification of the rig itself. 


If it's a transceiver, there's no need to break the transmit output line 
before the TR switching to insert a filter; just put it in an external 
box, between the tuner or antenna and the rig. With a properly designed 
filter the loss will be unnoticeable on receive, and the additional 
filtering might even improve receiver performance in some cases.

Part 97.307 (d) says: 

Quote 

The mean power of any spurious emission from a station 
transmitter or external RF power amplifier transmitting 
on a frequency below 30 MHz must not exceed 50 mW and 
must be at least 40 dB below the mean power of the 
fundamental emission. For a transmitter of mean power 
less that 5 w, the attenuation must be at least 30 dB. A 
transmitter built before April, 15, 1977, or first marketed 
before January, 1, 1978, is exempt from this requirement. 
UNQUOTE 


It would seem that one could legally run the original TT2 if 
it was indeed built before the above date. 


However, since this facet of the rig is not crucial to it's 
operation, it would seem good judgement to just stick 
on an external filter and get on with the activity... 


And then, it may be that that unit does in fact meet the 
spurious emissions requirements....Why not check it 
and see???? 


HOWEVER, it is clear that any clones made lately surely 
must meet the requirement... :-)

Guys and ladies, 


I first read about "Manhattan" or paddyboard (same thing) construction in 
Drew Diamond's excellent book about homebrewing rigs and gadgets. It is 
still available, I think, through the G-QRP folks. Drew suggests that as an 
alternative to super glues, attaching the pads with solder is a good way to 
go. You have to use double sided pads, of course. You have to hold the pad 
in place from above, then hold the iron down in tight against the edge of the 
pad, and wick some solder underneath. I expect a pad fastened that way won't 
come off with a bit of jangling in a backpack. I would warn you folks to 
have your ohmmeter handy to check each pad for isolation from the substrate 
board, to make sure you haven't created a short to the upper side of the pad, 
before you solder any parts to the pad. 


By the way, I didn't use this method to build 2N2/40 #2. I used 
cyanoacrylate (Super Glue). I'm sure I whiffed some fumes, too. Which 
explains why I am a little dotty, perhaps. Remember folks, the fumes aren't 
the only thing to be concerned about with super glues. Keep this stuff well 
out of childrens’ and grandchildrens' reach, please. And keep your hands 
away from it, and your hands away from your face--you can glue yourself 
together and hurt your eyes too. There are solvents to help separate glued 
fingers, but I understand they only work when applied immediately. 
Otherwise, you'll need a doctor with a scalpel, and it won't be fun. Be 
careful.

Sad thing to say but the intruders are increasing in number especially in 
the CW portion of Ten Meters. Even with an otherwise nice contest weekend 
-- the intruders "screwed up" many frequencies. 


I made one pass through the Beacon segment of Ten to determine band 
conditions and was able to log 23 beacons . (Including WA8YWO/B in West 
Virgina at 100mW) I think I could have copied more beacons except for the 
intruders. 


I found intruders at 28.145, 28.206, 28.245 and 28.285MHz all USB 
speaking "American". (like North American with accents) There were also 
AM Spanish speaking intruders at 28.195, 28.205, 28.225 and 28.295MHz. 


I tried a CQ at 28.206MHz and between my calling I heard an intruder say 
"let's go to channel 50" -- I found them again near 28.245MHz. 


IMHO that with the ease of obtaining ten meter rigs our invasion of the 
band will increase. 


I wish I had an answer.

Folks, don't get all hung up on the "dangers" of using these adhesives. 
During years of building scale model R/C airplanes and boats, I've 
probably inhaled a few cubic feet of the fumes, without too much ill 
effect (contrary to what my XYL says). I've glued my fingers together 
and to other things often, and not required a surgeon's skills. 


For best results, _don't_ use the stuff in little squeeze tubes you get 

at the drugstore or supermarket. Get to a hobby shop and look for "Jet" 
or "Zap", which comes in thin and thick, various sized plastic bottles. 

They will also have small diameter teflon tubing to use like a hypo for 

precise placement. 


You might look for the solvent, too. It _will_ work on old, dried 
cyano, but it has to soak for a bit. No cutting required. 


Place the pad(s) on the substrate, then apply a SMALL amount of cyano to 
the edge where the pad meets the sub...it will widk right in. You can 
put slight pressure on the pad with the eraser end of a pencil to hold 
it. It only takes a few seconds to set up. 


If you're really hot for speed, and want some more strength, use a small 
artist's brush to lightly dust baking soda on the surface before placing 
the pad. The adhesive will "flash", that is, smoke a bit, and then it's 
done. This method generates a lot of heat, so whatever you do, don't 
get the mix of baking soda and cyano on your skin. You'll really feel 
that. 


Normal ventilation methods, like a breeze through an open window, or 
that created by a ceiling fan will keep the fumes away. Of course, you 
don't want to use the stuff with your nose stuck right down on the 
surface. It stinks a bit when you're up close and personal. 


Use the thinnest adhesive that will do the job. On copperclad, the thin 
mix works great. If you have to fill gaps or make a fillet, then the 
thicker mix is very good. 


Just take normal precautions, like you do when you're soldering, and 
everything will be fine. 


If you get any in your eyes, get to a doctor immediately. 


Cyanoacrylates require warmth, air and a little humidity to do their 
stuff. Keep the bottle capped, in a safe spot in the refrigerator, and 
it will last a long time.

Try having a conversation with someone where you spell out the words when you 
speak, your "decoding" speed will drop way down from 400 WPM.

Kory/AC6RN asked about 2.1 mm power plugs and where 
to buy prewired with 18 AWG or larger. 


Kory, Hopefully someone has the information. I do offer 
up an idea. 


On the 2 K2's that I built I had no problem wiring them 
for the 18 AWG wire. I think one of them has 16 AWG 
wire, that is my 600Volt Black heater cord! 


It is easier to hook/solder the 20 AWG and smaller to 
these plugs but it can be easy with 16 and 18 AWG. 


What I did was first slip the plastic shell over the 
rubber coated wire so you know it fits :) 


Then split the two wires and strip back appropriately. 
You only need about .1 inch of copper wire beyond the 
insulation. 


Place the 2.1 mm plug gently into a vice, padded with 
newspaper or wood holders. Position the center conductor 
of the plug toward you. Gently bend the center solder 
lug of the plug away from the ground lug solder hole so 
the center soldering hole is easily accessible. Use a 
miniature round file and carefully enlarge the 

holes so that your wire will fit. A trick I use is 

to flow solder into the 16 AWG wire tip while it is 

still factory twisted and tight, then I use a mini-flat 
file and form a tip on it and it is very easy to not 


loase any strands, and it fits the connector holes easier. 


Without bending any wires or losing any, insert the ground 
wire directly into the grounding hole. Hold the wire by 
taping it to the vice. Solder the ground lug and trim. 
Sometimes I bend the wire over first, then solder and trim. 


Position the positive wire so that it can be pushed directly 
into the center pin hole without losing any strands. 

Solder, trim. Then bend the center pin back to its original 
location. Check that no strands can ever possibly short out 
and that your connections are PERFECT. 


Stir up a can of "Dip-It" liquid rubber available at hardware 
stores. Get a cotton swab "Q-Tip" is one brand. With the 

swab loaded with liquid rubber, daub around between the connectors 
and back toward the crimp ring of the plug untils the wires 

are covered neatly. Allow to dry at least 30 minutes at 75 deg. 
Fahrenheit. Longer if needed. 


Tighten the plastic keeper and you are done. 


The other end uses the crimp on lugs for gel-cells and they 
are soldered/crimped, and a coating of "Dip-it" over the 
connectors. You can get "Dip-It" in Red, black, and green 
and blue I think. Mine is Black, so I only coat the Negative 
terminal of the cord. The crimp connectors are Red so the 
positive is easily identified. 


I make these up a lot and they last forever.... How long? har... 


For heavy or permanent use I tie TWO "UL" knots at the 
battery end, the second "UL" knot is tied left handed 

and BELOW the first "UL" knot. Symmetrical. Optionally, I 
have whipped the section with string and rubbercoated that. 
Or just put a tie-wrap on :) :) But I like playing with 
the rope and knots. Decorative.

One option is the ‘adaptaplug' at RS. I don't know about the 
current design, but the older design used two pins that went 
into a socket. You could insert the pins either way, and used 
the position to select polarity. 


The only reason I bring them up is that you could easily solder 
BIG heavy wire to these pins quite easily. RS only sells wall 
warts up to 1tamp that I know of using these things, so the 

wire may not be what you want with there 'extensions' for the 
plugs.

A lot of posts on this topic and here's my .02c worth. 


I'm a licensed Plumber. Neither I nor any of my friends appear to have 
suffered any ill effects from soldering over a great many years. Often 
this involved spending whole days (read sometimes 10 hours) beneath 
houses replacing corroded galvanized pipe with copper tube and mostly in 
very confined spaces, inhaling lead/flux fumes.. 


I was ill a few years back and the finger of suspicion pointed to the 
obvious, "lead poisoning". Extensive (and expensive) blood tests 
revealed my levels were the same as the wider community. It would seem 
you are at greater risk from petrol/gas with lead in it. 


None of this of course means you should not take sensible precautions 
where possible.

I was going to ask who it might be that we are listening to at 400wpm if we can 
only speeak 180, but then I recalled that you have mentioned those "Voices," 
Brad... [g] 


Seriously, I guess those are statistical averages of some sort and probably 
don't mean all that much in real terms, the point being that we think faster 
than we hear faster than we speak, and the relativities look reasonable.

The flippant answer is that you are "copying" Morse code and not "hearing what 
the other guy has to say. It will be a long time before you will be able to 
say that you have been using code as long as you have been using English... 

but if you do keep using it (code, I mean) you will reach a point where you are 
hearing what someone "says" in Morse, without even thinking about the fact that 
it is in code. 


I know others have said that, but here's something I haven't seen mentioned yet- 
- if we use Morse efficiently, we use abbreviations and leave out unnecessary 
words and the effective rate of communication is about THREE TIMES the 
transmission speed. In other words, if you can use Morse at 50wpm that is 
comparable to speaking at 150wpm. Where did I get the three times figure? 

Like the 18dB advantage of CW over SSB, it's a SWAG, but in terms of experience 
it is reasonable. Take two guys working CW at 25wpm, and you will find that a 


QSO takes about the same amount of time as a phone qso, with pretty much the 
same information passed each way. 


So the bottom line is that the quoted speeds for speaking and listening are a 
pretty good indication of the communication speeds that can be achieved with 
Morse-- much higher than many people realize.

> I know others have said that, but here's something I haven't seen mentioned yet- 
> - if we use Morse efficiently, we use abbreviations and leave out unnecessary 


> words and the effective rate of communication is about THREE TIMES the 

> transmission speed. In other words, if you can use Morse at 5Qwpm that is 

> comparable to speaking at 150wpm. Where did I get the three times figure? 

> Like the 18dB advantage of CW over SSB, it's a SWAG, but in terms of experience 
> it is reasonable. Take two guys working CW at 25wpm, and you will find that a 
> QSO takes about the same amount of time as a phone qso, with pretty much the 

> same information passed each way. 

Marshall, 

A really decent book came out a few years ago - "Silicon Dreams" by 


Robert Lucky - that went a long way toward explaining information 
(communication) technology in (almost) layman's terms. Lucky was (I 
think) a VP for R&D at Bell Labs or some such, and had some of the best 
minds working for him. He tried to explain what they were doing in 
every-day terms. Not QUITE successful, but understandable by most 
technically oriented people. 


He explained a good deal about the natural redundancy in speech and 
written language (and also sound and images), and how that is put to 
good use for data compression. It turns out that Morse Code is a very 
efficient way to transmit English, since the shortest characters occur 
the most frequently (e being the most common, etc.) 


I recommend the book, even though it came out about 5-6 years ago.

What a topic! Got all kinds of answers, and I'm still 
kinda' in the "head scratching" mode. :%). Here's 

a sample of some of the replies that I've received 

on this subject with my responses, and I also left out 
the names of the repliers' to protect the innocent :4).... 


No problem on using it on 10 Meters as long as it met spectral requirements 
for the output of the amp and you had the proper licensing. This is no 
different from converting business band stuff to amateur use. We can take 
type accepted stuff for one class of equipment for use on the amateur band. 


VVV WV 


Well, the problem, as I see it, is that the CB amp was 

never type accepted. Not sure if this is a valid concern, 
but I'd like to be on the safe side and find out what's what 
on this situation. 


> If anything, there are those that would take offense at the CB origins of 
> it. The CBers weren't picky when they used ham gear - that's how 10M was 
> removed from amateur amps! 


No big deal with me. I'm just looking to fix the amp, add filtering 
and other modifications where things look wrong or too cheap, 
and swap the thing at the next hamfest I attend or on the net. 


I could understand hams getting ticked off if I repaired the amp 
and used it "as it," but with the proper mods and additional 
filtering, I don't see how they could gripe about the situation. 
Even if I don't £ix the amp, I can always strip it for parts and 
have a good heatsink, maybe a final or two, and maybe some 
decent broad-banded transformers to use in another project. 

I could also use the amp as the basis for a new, completely 
redesigned 40-Mtr QRP amp or something. So, I would have 

to say the person complaining about the situation hasn't 

thought the thing through and would be complaining because 

of the mental association with CB operators, deserving a 

verbal lashing, minimum, for illogical-thought processing 

and stupidity :*%). Actually, I wouldn't do this, but you could 
bank on it that I'd be thinking it :%). 


As far as removing 10 Mtrs from ham amps go, here's what 
another ham had to say: 


> No amplifier with the capability of use on 10 meters is legal, 
> even to own! 


If this is true, I guess every ham out there that has a 
ten-meter position on their amp is illegal :%). Seriously, 


I think what you meant to say that it was illegal to build 

and market new amplifiers that can operate between 

24 and 30 Mhz, or somewhere in that range. I think that 

hams can build an amp or two per year that has 10-meter 
capability for personal use, if I remember the rules correctly. 
Anything over a few per year is considered marketing, and 

hams that do this are in violation of the rules. Amps built 
previously to the "24-30 Mhz" ban were grandfathered 

around this ruling, of course. 


To be on the safe side, I just unsoldered the collector 
leads on the amp and turned it into a bunch of parts 

that doesn't do anything. If this wouldn't work and the 
FCC still thought that it was an amplifier, then we'd 

be talking about invalidating tons of hardware patents, 
and I don't think that the FCC or any other communcations- 
governing body wants to go there. Hmmm. Something to 
ponder! 


> Yes, it's true, but a lot of people have ‘em anyway. 
> This law was passed supposedly to prevent CBers from buying 
> ham linears and the solid state amps like the one you have, ha! 


If I remember correctly, I think the law stated that it 

was illegal to market and sell amplifiers in the 24-30 Mhz 
range that were built after the ruling. I don't think that it 
said anything about owning an amp with 10-meter capability, 
but I could be wrong here. I guess it's time to hit the ARRL 
site and read up on this :%). 


Here's another response, and this type of remark is what 
I got from the vast majority of the replies: 


Randy, as a licensed amateur you can build or test anything that meets 
FCC regulations for the Amateur Service. The amplifier may be illegal for 
CB use but that has no impact on its application on the ham bands. You 
might want to review the regs on spectral purity, etc. but you have the 
right idea about cleaning the thing up. 


VVVV WV 


This is the response that I think makes the most sense; however, 
the CB amp was definitely a mass-marketed, non-type-accepted 
amplifier, and this is what has me worried. 


> Just don't let it fall back into CB hands - that WOULD be illegal! ;%) 


I'd NEVER do this, but I don't think that it would be illegal 


to sell the amp to a CB operator. OTOH, I do think that it 
would be illegal for the CB operator to use the amplifier on 
the CB band. That would most definitely be illegal.
